MIDWEST  LIVESTOCK  REVIEW 

and 
RANGE  AND  FEEDLOT  SALES 


Slaughter  steers  and  heifers  sold  steady  to 
500  lower  for  the  week  at  most  midwest  markets 
with  Good  and  Choice  steers  weighing  above  1300# 
500-1.00  lower  at  Chicago.  Increased  marketings 
prompted  the  moderate  downturns  in  the  face  of 
higher  dressed  prices.  Trends  on  slaughter  cows 
were  500-1.00  lower  as  cow  beef  declined  $1.00- 
1.50.  Stockers  and  feeders  were  fully  500 
higher  at  Omaha  and  strong  to  500  up  at  Denver, 
but  steady  to  500  lower  at  Sioux  City  and  Kansas 
City  and  500-1.00  off  at  Oklahoma  City,  other 
points  steady.  Barrows  and  gilts  were  steady  to 
250  higher  over  most  of  the  Corn  Belt  with  sows 
steady  to  500  higher.  Spring  slaughter  lambs 
were  generally  steady  to  250  higher,  but  de- 
clined 500  at  Chicago  and  Kansas  City. 

SLAUGHTER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  -  Price  trends 
on  slaughter  steers  and  heifers  at  midwest 
terminals  were  uneven  but  generally  steady  to 
500  lower.  At  St.  Joseph  prices  declined  as 
much  as  750  on  heifers  and  Chicago  recorded  a  500- 
1.00  lower  trend  on  Good  and  Choice  steers 
weighing  over  1300#,  but  declines  were  of  very 
moderate  proportions  at  most  points.  Steer 
prices  in  St.  Paul  "were  fully  steady  and  heifers 
were  steady  to  250  higher,  and  in  Chicago  most 
heifers  were  steady  to  500  higher  with  a  few 
Standard  and  low-Good  steady  to  500  lower.  A 
broad  Eastern  outlet  prompted  a  steady  to  strong 
trend  on  all  Prime  steers  in  Chicago.  Cow  prices 
were  generally  500-1.00  lower,  influenced  by  a 
sharp  downturn  in  the  dressed  trade.  Bulls  sold 
250-1.00  lower.  Vealers  were  steady  at  St.  Paul, 
but  $1.00-2.00  lower  at  St.  Louis.  Receipts  at 
the  12  terminals  were  increased  fully  11  percent 
and  the  largest  since  mid- January.  Part  of 
the  increase  was  due  to  expanded  stocker  and 
feeder  marketings.  However,  the  number   of 
slaughter  steers  and  heifers  sold  out  of  first 
hands  at  the  7  markets  at  120,209  was  the  largest 
since  mid- June.  The  decidedly  bearish  influence 
which  ordinarily  accompanies  liberal  supplies 
was  softened  to  a  great  extent  by  upturns  on 
steer  and  heifer  beef.  Good  and  Choice  slaughter 
steers  and  heifers  continued  to  predominate  in 
receipts  at  most  points.  Only  a  moderate  number 
high-Choice  and  Prime  steers  were  offered  at 
most  terminals  but  in  Chicago  the  percentage  of 
Prime  was  14  percent. 

Bulk  of  the  Choice  900-1350#  steers  brought 
$23.00-24.50  with  most  Good  9O0-1250#  at  $21.50- 
23. 50, with  some  high-Good  and  Choice  1350-1600# 
at  $21.75-23.75.  High-Choice  and  Prime  steers 
sold  at  $24.25-25.00  with  many  loads  1100-1400^ 
from  $24.50-25.75  in  Chicago  where  6  loads  Prime 
1175-1320#  cashed  at  $26.00-26.50.  High-Choice 
and  mixed  Choice  and  Prime  heifers  sold  from 
$23.50-24.00  while  Choice  brought  $22.90-23.75 
and  Good  $21.00-22.50.  Utility  and  Commercial 
cows  bulked  at  $14.00-16.50,  Canner  and  Cutter 
$12.00-15.00. 


STOCKER  AND  FEEDER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  - 
Marketings  of  stocker  and  feeder  cattle  and 
calves  expanded  seasonally.  Much  of  the  in- 
crease was  composed  of  yearling  and  two-year- 
old  steers  while  supplies  of  stock  calves  con- 
tinued relatively  small.  Most  of  the  supply 
was  made  up  of  Good  and  Choice  cattle.  There 
was  considerable  unevenness  during  the  week 
in  price  trends  and  degree  of  trading  activity 
at  the  different  markets.  Omaha  recorded 
fully  500  higher  prices  and  sales  at  Denver 
were  strong  to  500  higher.  However,  at  Kansas 
City  and  Sioux  City  prices  were  steady  to  500 
lower,  Oklahoma  City  500-1.00  lower,  others 
steady. 

Good  and  Choice  800-1100#  feeder  steers 
brought  $21.50-24.50,  load  Choice  850#$24.75. 
At  Kansas  City,  Choice  and  Fancy  800-950fl* 
brought  $24.00-24.50.  Medium  and  low-Good 
steers  sold  from  $19.00-22.00.  At  Omaha,  two 
loads  of  Choice  and  Fancy  584#  yearling  stock 
steers  cleared  $28.25.  A  few  loads  of  Choice 
531-550#  brought  $27.00-27.25.  Majority  of 
the  Good  and  Choice  525-775#  steers  realized 
$23.00-26.50,  Medium  and  low-Good  $20.00- 
23.50.  Good  and  Choice  stocker  and  feeder 
heifers  sold  from  $21.50-25.50,  including 
Good  fleshy  783#  at  $21.50  and  Choice  fleshy 
740#  offerings  at  $22.80,  Medium  and  low-Good 
heifers  $18.00-21.50.  A  part  load  of  Choice 
and  Fancy  300#  steer  calves  at  Sioux  City 
reached  $36.00  with  the  300^  heifer  mates  at 
$33.00.  Most  Good  and  Choice  stock  steer 
calves  sold  from  $24.50-28.50  with  a  few 
loads  of  300-450#  reaching  $32.00.  Good  and 
Choice  stock  heifer  calves  brought  $22.00- 
26.50  with  a  few  lots  Choice  to  $28.00. 

HOGS  -  Terminal  Markets  -  Hot  and  humid 
weather  over  much  of  the  Corn  Belt  proved  but 
little  deterrent  to  marketings  of  hogs  at  the 
12  centers  during  the  last  week  in  August. 
Supplies  were  about  1,700  head  over  the  pre- 
ceding week  and  were  26,000  head  above  the 
same  week  of  last  year.  As  in  recent  weeks 
No.  1-3,  200-260#  barrows  and  gilts  accounted 
for  the  bulk  of  the  receipts  with  weights  over 
260#  being  very  scarce.  However,  butchers 
below  200$  were  in  rather  liberal  supply  at 
some  points  and  occasionally  met  narrow  de- 
mand. Sow  supplies  were  somewhat  below  the 
preceding  week,  making  up  15  percent  of  the 
8-market  total.  Prices  for  barrows  and  gilts 
were  generally  steady  to  250  higher  although 
St.  Louis  recorded  a  weak  to  250  lower  trend. 
St.  Paul  at  the  other  extreme  was  25-500 
higher.  Sows  ranged  from  steady  to  500 
higher,  several  markets  recording  25-500  up- 
turns. At  most  centers  shippers  and  packers 
competed  rather  actively  for  supplies  al- 
though toward  the  close  of  the  week  shipper 
demand  diminished  at  some  points  because  of

the  long  weekend  holiday.  At  Kansas  City, 
shippers  took  39  percent  of  the  receipts,  but 
at  St.  Joseph  purchases  for  outside  accounts 
totaled  only  36  percent  or  a  drop  of  9  percent 
from  the  previous  week. 

On  Friday,  most  U.  S.  No.  1-3,  190-260# 
barrows  and  gilts  sold  at  $18.50-19.00.  Some 
U.  S.  1-2  at  319.00-19.25.  U.  S.  1-3,   250- 
400//  sows  sold  at  $15.50-17.50,  400-550/r 
$13.50-16.00,  selected  lots  No.  1-2  250-300* 
$17.75-17.85. 

Average  cut-out  value  advantage  of  U.  S. 
No.  1  over  No.  3  live  basis  200-220//  barrows 
and  gilts  was  930  per  cwt.  based  on  wholesale 
carlot  prices  of  fresh  pork  cuts  at  Chicago 
August  24  to  August  30,  1961,  inclusive. 

Feeder  pigs  were  steady  to  strong.  At 
Sioux  City,  Good  and  Choice  130-170*  weights 
$15.50-16.00.  Good  and  Choice  130-160*  feeders 
at  St.  Paul  $16.50-17.00. 

HOGS  -  Receipts  in  the  Interior  Iowa- 
Southern  Minnesota  area  totaled  around  291,000 
head,  an  increase  of  4  percent  from  the  pre- 
ceding week  and  of  16  percent  when  compared 
with  a  year  earlier.  Bulk  of  the  barrow  and 
gilt  supply  consisted  of  200  to  230#  weights 
while  sows  were  estimated  at  13  percent  of 
receipts.  Prices  fluctuated  within  narrow 
bounds  and  barrows  and  gilts  closed  steady  to 
100  higher  and  sows  mainly  250  higher.  On 
Friday,  mixed  No.  1-3  200-240#  butchers  sold 
from  $17.60-18.15  with  a  limited  volume  No.  1 
and  2  $17.75-18.50.  No.  1  to  3  270#-400#  sows 
brought  $14. 75-17. 00 j  400-550//,  $12.85-14.90. 

SHEEP  AND  LAMBS  -  Supplies  at  the  12  termi- 
nals totaled  101,000,  compared  to  86,000  the 
previous  week  and  96,000  during  the  correspond- 
ing week  last  year.  Spring  slaughter  lambs 
comprised  the  bulk  of  receipts  and  included  a 
few  more  shorn  lambs.  Approximately  30-35  per- 
cent of  lamb  supplies  at  Denver  and  Sioux  Falls 
were  feeders.  Compared  with  the  previous  Fri- 
day, closing  prices  on  spring  slaughter  lambs 
were  mostly  steady  to  250  higher,  although  sales 
at  Chicago  and  Kansas  City  were  500  lower. 
Shorn  slaughter  ewes  sold  mainly  steady.  Feeder 
lambs  brought  mostly  steady  prices,  however 
Fort  Worth  was  500-1.00  higher  and  St.  Paul 
around  500  lower. 

Most  Choice  and  Prime  80-113*  spring 
slaughter  lambs  sold  from  $17.00-18.25,  few  to 
$18.50  at  St.  Louis.  At  Denver  and  Chicago 
Choice  and  Prime  85-110*  lambs  went  at  $18.25- 
19.00  and  Choice  to  mostly  Prime  92-97#  range 
lambs  brought  $19.00-19.35  at  Denver.  Most 
Choice  spring  lambs  cleared  at  $16.00-18.00,  a 
few  Good  and  Choice  from  $14.50-16.00.  Choice 
and  Prime  87*111*  shorn  spring  lambs  with  No.  1 
to  3  pelts  brought  $16.25-17.50  with  sales  at 
Chicago  at  $18.00-18.50.  Good  and  Choice  shorn 
lambs  moved  at  $14.50-16.50.  Cull  to  Choice 
shorn  slaughter  ewes  ranged  $2.00-5.00. 

Good  and  Choice  55-77*  spring  feeder  lambs 
brought  $13.00-15.00  and  limited  volume  mostly 
Choice  and  Fancy  western  lambs  $15.00-16.00. 


Interior  Iowa -Southern  Minnesota  area 
sheep  and  lamb  receipts  at  17,000  head  were 
around  21  percent  more  than  the  previous  week, 
but  about  the  same  as  a  year  ago.  Closing 
spring  lamb  sales  were  steady  to  weak, 
instances  250  lower,  other  slaughter  classes 
mainly  steady. 

Choice  and  Prime  80-105//  spring  slaughter 
lambs  delivered  to  packing  plants  brought 
$16.50-17.00  on  Friday  with  few  mostly  Choice 
$16.00}  Good  and  Choice  $14.00-16.00.  Cull 
to  Good  shorn  slaughter  ewes  sold  from  $1.50- 
3.50.

BOSTON   WOOL   MARKET   REVIEW 


679 


Greasy  domestic  worsted  wools  continued  in 
good  demand  in  the  Boston  market  at  firm  prices. 
Approximately  17  cars  were  sold.  There  was  good 
outlet  for  practically  all  grades  of  wool.  Sales 
of  woolen  wools  subsided  compared  to  the  previous 
week  hut  prices  held  steady.  Noils  were  slow  to 
move  with  quotations  from  Bradford,  England  on 
noble  noils  advancing  2-5  pence  in  the  last  ten 
days. 

Range  sales  in  the  territory  States  were 
limited  and  activity  in  the  fleece  wool  States 
was  dull  while  a  good  volume  of  fall  wool  sold 
late  last  week  at  Del  Rio,  Texas. 

The  Australian  markets  opened  August  28 
with  a  poor  selection  of  free  wools  consisting 
mainly  of  "B"  and  "C"  fault  types  at  Sydney. 
Quotations  were  about  5  percent  higher  than  the 
Newcastle  close  in  July.  At  Melbourne  auctions 
resumed  with  a  good  selection  of  topmaking 
merino  wools  and  advances  of  2^5  percent  com- 
pared to  the  Adelaide  closing  sale.  Japan  was 
the  principal  operator  with  the  Continent  sup- 
porting and  general  competition.  At  midweek 
merino  wools  were  one  penny  lower  with  crossbred 
wools  unchanged  at  Melbourne.  Trading  was  slow 
at  the  New  Zealand  and  South  African  markets. 
There  were  occasional  sales  of  carpet  type  wools 
in  Buenos  Aires  while  Montevideo  remained  dormant. 

Fleece  Wools  -  Graded  fine  Ohio  delaine  wool 
sold  at  Si. 25-1. 26  while  graded  64s  average 
French  combing  fleeces  brought  $1.15  -and  graded 
60/62s  good  French  combing  and  staple  Ohio  wool 
brought  $1.15.  Graded  60/62 s  average  French 
combing  fleece  wool  sold  at  $1.10. 

Territory  Wools  -  Graded  territory  56/58s 
staple  and  good  French  combing  wool  sold  at 
$1.08-1.10  clean  basis  while  58s  California  lambs 
wool  brought  around  75/  clean.   Graded  50/54s 
staple  wool  moved  at  $1.06. 

Range  saleB  follow:  Washington  -  About  a 
car  of  lambs  wool  sold  at  34/  grease  basis, 
f.o.b.  Supplies  in  Montana  remain  very  small 
with  not  enough  sales  to  be  of  consequence. 

Texas  Wools:  There  were  occasional  sales  of 
original  bag  good  French  combing  and  staple  12 
months  wools  in  Texas  at  an  estimated  clean 
cost  of  $1.30  delivered  Boston.  At  the  Del  Rio 
sale  late  last  week  approximately  750,000  pounds 
of  fall  wool  sold.  Ewes  wool  brought  around 
46-48/  but  generally  47-48/  grease  basis  to  the 
warehouse  and  lambs  wool  moved  at  48-52/,  mostly 
49-50/  grease  basis.  Dealers  estimated  these 
fall  wools  would  range  from  $1.03-1.07  scoured 
basis,  delivered  East. 

Mohair  -  Occasional  sales  were  made  in 
Texas  at  81-|-/  for  adult  and  $1.16^  for  kid  hair 
to  the  warehouse  with  extra  kid  selling  from
